Chicago, Feb. 2—More bills are 
n to relieve the present world 
shortage of newsprint paper and the 
mills cannot be built in lesa than two 
years, sald W. P. Hinton, of Winnt 
beg, vicepresident and general mana- 
ger of the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way. : 

There is no lack of pulpwood in 
elther Canada or the United States at 
present, Mr. Hinton said, but added: 

“Great inroads are being made in 
the forests. As the trees are cut the 
source of supply recedes into the 
north, haulage to the milis becomes 
greater and expense of manufacture 
consequently is increased. 

The demand from Europe is tre- 
mendous and prices are unprecent- 
ed. Print paper laid down on the At- 
‘lantic seaboard for shipment abroad 
now sells at $160 a ton. 

“The present crisis is turning the 
eyes of capitalists to the spruce for- 
ests of British Columbia and to the 
practically “inexhaustible pulpwood 
supply along the Fraser River. These 
pulp wood forests are unbroken to 
the Arctic. Considerable pulp already 
is’ manufactured in the province, but 
most of It goes to Japan.”

N—A sad tale of a pair of 
silk stockings is told by a Paris cor- 
recpondent. 

The day of the Rerellon, Frances

antly as evidence. 

Madomolselle hurried to, the scene 
of the tragedy and fotind that the 
stockings had been washed of an al-

The maid had made the fatal mis

The ‘correspondent mentioned the 
incident to a customs offer, wh2 
tald the stockings were probably 
made of a kind of weblike substance 
of purely vegetable origin, which Is 

imersed in a mixture of cellolose 
and alcoho! and then dried, so that 
the bulk of the material of which the 
vanished stockings’ were composed 
consisted of a sort of solidfied alco- 
hol (which affords ample reason for 
thelr disappearance.) The cxcise 
man went on to say that the propor- 
Ulon of alcohol in “vegetable silk" was 
such that the frontier authorilies clas 
sified such goods under the heading 
of “Imported alcohol” after deducting 
a fraction of «he weight in respect of 
the vegetable foundation.

o “The saddest thing in oll Eastern 
Europe at the present motment— 
worse than all the other Instances of 
starvation and even of deuth and dis- 
case on every hand—are the child- 
mobs one sees outside of the few bak- 
erjes that are able to keep going in 
Warsaw,” Sholoin Asch, the famous 
Yiddish playwright and poet report- 
ed to the American Jewish Helief 
Commitice upon his return from 
Eastern Europe, where he went as 
a commissioner of the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee of American Funds 
for Jewish Sufferers from the War.

price,” he explained, “and even if 
these were as cheap as In Cunada and 
the United States, their taste would 
still be unknown to the hungry Jew- 
ish children, who live on the cup of 
soup a day they get from American 
Jewish relief agencies. But the 
youngsters tantalize themselves with 
the sight of food, when ‘they cannot’ 
Set the taste of it. 

“They press up to the window, and 
at first merely stare respectfully at 
the bread, an uncanny littie crew of 
gaunt small folks with old faces and 
suffering unchildish eyes. Perhaps 
it Is raining, or the wind is blowing 
coldly through the tatters that they 
wear, that ilttle barcfoot army, but 
they huddle together for warmth, and

The Trent Canal 
system links the lakes and rivers 
that He between Trenton on Lake On- 
tarlo and Port Severn of \Georglan 
Bay by means of locks and marine 
railways.

{rom America is made into bread as 
yet. 1t goes farther stirred into the 
soup issued at the Jewish relief sta- 
tions, 
In order.to make sure that not one 
atou of the flour was going to waste, 
the seams were ripped from. the 
sacks, which were then shaken over 
the soup receptacles. The next thing 
but to use was the cloth of the sacks 
themselves. There is practically no 
cotton or linen in eastern Europe to- 
day, and every scrap of cloth is put 
to use, 
In this particular case, the sacks 
were needed both as shrouds for the 
dead, and-as cloths-in the operating 
rooms of the hospital. A part of them 
was devoted to each purpose. Both 
shrouds and ‘bandages.in eastern Eu- 
rope to-day have to be made by sew- 
ing hundreds of tiny; bits of. used 
cloth together, sb these flour sacks 
Proved bh godsend. 
The thread which had sfitched the 
bags together was carefully saved,

JEWS STARVING 3 
IN JERUSALEM 


Terrible Destitution Caused 
by Lack of Employment 
and Shortage of Food. 


The street cleaners of Jerusalem 
form a picturesque but pathetic tes- 
timony to the terrible destitution of 
is Jews of that ancient city, accord- 
ing to the latest reports recolved by 
the Canadian Jewish War Relief 
Committee from relief workers 
abroad. 

The problem of employment ta so 
great in Jerusalem that it Js almost 
inipossible to ind work in the natura} 
way. For this reason, the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee of Funds for 
Jewish Sufferers fron. the War hired 
Atty’ of the most poverty-stricken, 
Jews who applied to thew for ald, to 
clean the streets in the Jewish quar 
ter, The youngest of these street 
cleaners {ts fourteen years old. Seven 
of the street cleaners are between 
seventy and eighty years old, and 
eighteen more are between sixty and 
seventy years old. None of them have 
adequate clothing or food.

Preabyterian® minister of ‘Columb 


by the miners of the copper 
at Athapupuskow Lake 
northern Manitoba, for a 


—-A minister of the gospel for Atha- 
pupuakow camp. Must be a good pok- 
er player. No -namby pamby dude 
preachers need apply.” . 

“Lam not an adept poker player, 
but I can learn, just as I expect those 
miners to learn my game,” declared 
Mr, Basham. He prefers not to be 
called “Reverend.” , - 

“It is the only call to preach that 
appeals to me. i'd rather be a Santa 
Claus to a bunch of miners in that 
Canadian copper camp, than a min- 
ister to all the ejders in Christen- 
dom. I do not think the church shall 
fall to aupply these fellows with a 
preacher, and the kind of a preacher 
they want,” 

Mr. Basham knows the needs of 
these min, having served as a circuit 
Tider in Northern Manitoba before he 
went to France as a Y.M.C.A. worker. 

“I had a circuit of 40 miles, and 
lots of times I had to run along be- 
hind the dogs and the sled to keep 
from freezing to death. One of the 
happiest recollections of my life is 
the meeting, up in the north country, 
with a derelict, who was a Cornell 
graduate. The minute I met him he 
sald, ‘Basham, I'm a drunkard.’ 

“I liked him and his case impreas- 
ed me deeply. Many a night 1 have 
played chess with him al} night, try- 
ing to help him forget liquor. I spent 
a lot of time with him, and one night 
it. was necessary to knock a’ man 
down in a saloon because he tempted 
my friend with a bottle of whiskey. 
After that they let him alone. 1 
count one of the greatest achieve- 
ments of my life the wooing of that 
man from the control of the grip of 
liquor. That man is now one of the 
most splendid fellows I know. 

“I have, spent eleven years in the 
pit, and- ‘en in the pulpit,” said 
Basham. “At the age of 11, I was a 
coal miner in Wales. Now I have aix 
brothers in the mines of Wales. 
There were eight of us in the world 
war. One was killed, and all were 
wounded. I am not green at the job. 
I know the lires of miners. I have 
played cards with them, and I am 
willing to match the miners’ bible, 
(a deck of cards) against the bible I 
teach, any day.” 

“Oh, yes, I have played cards. 1 
was tried for heresy once for playing 
whist in the home of one of the eld- 
ers of my church. Because of the 
action of this church I received great 
Publicity. Dr. James L. Gordon, of 
Winnipeg, took a kindly interest: in 
me and encouraged me to continue 
my work in the ministry; pointing out 
the advantage of going to college, 
and personally helped me in that re-. 
spect by sending me to the United 
States, after I had preached several 
times in his church in Winnipeg. 1 
have written Dr. Charles W. Gordon 
(Ralph Connor) whom I knew in 
Winnipeg, of my willingness to take 
the job with the miners, While 
spades are trumps as a rule among 
the miners, I believe Jhat I can tell 
them something about Christ, who ia 
the Ace of Hearts and am confident 
that he will take some tricks." 

“Did you. ever play cards for 
money?” he was asked. 

“Yes, but I didn’t know it at the 
time. It was in France, I was spend- 
ing the afternoon at the home of a 
French colonel. The colonel’s daugh- 
ters, and a countess with whom I had 
been associated In the Red Cross Ba- 
zaar, suggested that we play bridge. 
T learned the game that afternoon, 
and at the end of the game, I noticed 
the women counting up, but It never 
dawned on me that we had been play- 
ing for money, until the colonel told 
me that I had won. It was rathering 
an embarrassing position, so I took 
the money and turned it over to the 
fund for disabled French Soldiers." 

“Lam not content to be a drone in 
the Bee Hive of the Kingdom of 
God,” declared Basham. “If 60 per 
cent. of us as ministers were to go 
on a strike at once, Protestantism on 
this continent would not suffer in the 
least degree. We aren't essential, but 
most of us are not willing to admit 
it.” : 

“The chief reason I am interested 
in this mining camp Job, is first, be- 
cause of the opportunities for build- 
ing up. The common run of preachers 
are merely holding down jobs.- Se- 
cond, there is more appeal to go out 
in the north to help those miners 
than there is to preach to a bunch 
of elders who are not supposed to 
need It." . :

Minister of Agriculture Says Bill Haz

DETROIT, Mich, Feb. 10—A strike 
of 300. members of the Brother- 
hood of Maintenance of Way employes 
und railway shop laborers was C¢all- 
ed for Tuesday, February 17, at a 
meeting of the general chairmen of 
the brotherhood here. 

Decision to order a cessation of 
work was announced by Grand Pres- 
ident Allan E. Barker, folowing ad- 
vices from Washington that the. ne- 
gotiations with the railroad admin- 
istration for wage increase offered no 
hope of a favorable settlement.

Archdeacon Bogert 
Dies at Ottawa 


Was Oldest Graduate of Trinity Col- 
lege—Retired in 1914. 

Ottawa, Feb. 11.—Venerable Arch- 
deacon Bogert, “M.A. D.C.L., died 
Tuesloy morning at his residence here 
in his 8th year. He was the oldest 
living gradudte of Trinity College: 

Archdeacon Bogert had lived in Ot- 
tawa'for nearly forty years, the great- 
er part of which time he served as rec- 
tor of the Church of St. Alban the 
Martyr. He became Archdeacon of 
the diocese of Ottawa in 1897 and re- 
tired in May, 1914. 

Born in Brockville, Ont-, on August! 
2, 1835, the late Archdéacon “Bogert 
received his earlier education at the 
grammar school conducted by the late 
Archdeacon Palmer at Guelph. He 
subsequentiywent to Trinity College. 
Toronto, where he studied theology. 
His‘ college career was attended by 
great success and he graduated in 
1838. 

Shortly after leaving Trinity Col- 
lege, Archdeacon Bogert was ordained. 
He almost immediately received the 
appointment of curate at Brampton, 





Ont., and then at Prescott.” In 1862 
he went to Napanee, Ont., to become 


rector, and rémained from that time 
until 1881, when he moved to Ottawa, 

On May 31, 1860, he married Eliza- 
beth Grant, daughter of the late Rev. 
Dr. Atkinson, formerly of Dublin, but 
latterly resident in Canada; rector of 
St. George’s Church, St. Catharines. 
His wife survives him and also Mr. 
Clarence A, Bogert, Toronto, General 
Manager of the Dominion Bank; 
Beverley, New York, broker; Mortimer 
8., Manager of Dominion Bank, Mont- 
teal; Gerald T., 9 {the Royal Trust 
Companty, Montres}, and three daugh- 
tors, the Misses Mary and Euitli Bo- 
vert, Ottawa, and Mra. W. M. Norton- 
Taylor, Brockville. A fourth daugh- 
fer, the youngest. Mra, W. B. Almon 
Hill, died suddenly in October, 1917,

TORONTO, Feb. 12—With the hope 





tracting business, a considerably lar- 
ger measure of stability than has 
been felt for the last couple of years 
owing to fluctuating prices, a commit- 
tee was appointed at the elgth an- 
mual conyention of ,the Provincial 
Builders’ and Supply Association at 
the King Edward Hotel to report on 
the feasibility of standardizing wa- 
ges, The committee was given wide 
scope to make any suggestions deem- 
ed advisable. 

The convention opened with a 
large number of bullding contractors, 
building supply men, general con- 
tractors and others Interested, in at- 
tendance. More continued to drop in 

all day, and all the main centres 
‘oe the Province ‘were represented, In 
making thelr reports at the conven- 
tion the delegates from every clty 
spoke of exceedingly bright bullding 
prospects during the coming year, 
Practically without exception they re- 
ported the promise of a year of re- 
cord acttvity in building. 

In deglaring that some stabilization 
of wages was absolutely necessary, 
Mr. George Crain, Ottawa, stated that 
About half of the mechanics in Ot- 
tawa had left there Jast summer as @ 
result of higher wages paid in the

How U. &. Government May Stop The 
Strike of Rallway Employees

But Refugee Peasants Were 
Unable to Loosen the Earth 
Tramped by Soldiers. 


Lack of even the crudest agricul- 
tural implements was one of the ser- 


fous problems which confronted the 
refugee peasant of Ukrania when he 
crept back to his war-devastated 
lands, How he solved the problem 
was interestingly explained by Jacob 
Bashein, who has just returned from 
abroad following months of activity 
in the stricken: region as head of 
Relief Unit No. 14 of the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, The committee 
ig the sole agency handling the funda 
collected by the Canadian Jewish War 
Relief Committee and other Jewish 
organizations for war sufferers, 

Not only was the country swept 
clean of its grain felds, herds of cat- 
tle and farming implements, sald Mr, 
Bashein, but there were no materials 


of impleme: In the heaps of coil- 
ed and rus barbed wire scattered 
over the country when wire entan- 
slements were abandoned, the farmer 
saw the raw products from which to 
make himself a tool for farming. 

With stones he laboriously battered 
the barbs from the wire and, notwith- 
atanding the fact that even his toil- 
hardendd hands were often painfully 
bruised and bleeding, he managed to 
weave a sort of spade-like implement 
wit hich he héped to loosen the 
bare, brown earth. 

“This incident,” sald Mr. Bashein, 
“Is especially significant as indicating 
the deplorable need of farming toola 
when it is remembered that

France and the Birth Rate.

The seriousness of ‘the birth-rate 
problem in France has been manifest 
for over a g-neration and has now re- 
ceived the highest official recognition 
through President Poincare’s decree 
creating a “natality division of the 
Ministry of Health.” But the. prob- 
lem is by no means “unique with 
France.” Among Americans of the 
older stock it is little, if all, lese seri- 
ous, and in England itis « rapidly 
growing menace. Even Germany 
noted s steady decrease in dirths long 
before the war. The most hopeful 
feature is that it will deal not only 
with such cases as are “of a moral 
nature,"’ but also with such causes 
a are “national and economic. * Hith- 
erto it has been very generally assum- 
ed that the problem is primarily one 
of personal end patriotic ideels. In 
all probability the prime cause fs 
economic. Through many decades the 
birth rate in England was strikingly 
larger than in France, and the fact 
was very plausibly explained by the 
difference in the conditions of istherit: 
ance. In England the bilk of the 
family went to the eldest son: the 
younger brother's portion was to 
“shift for himself." An inheritance 
migh? remain unchanged for centuries 
and yet provide for generation after 
generation of large families. The ex- 
pansioin of the Briton throughout the 
world haa very plauailly been attrib- 
uted to the custom of primogeniture. 
In France fortunes are divided more 
equally, and the custom has been for 
each son to eke out his share with his 
wife's dowry and remain et home. As 
@ result of the natura} desire to main- 
tain the familiar standards of living, 
the tefdency has been toward a family 
of only two children, which means a 
Population which is stationary or tend- 
ing to decline,

Long Processions of Starving, 


Ill-Clad Children Seen Daily 


on the Streets.

Long processions of little Jewish 
children In Eastern Europe, bearing 
thelr tin cups jn thelr hands, dally 
walk frém their villages to the noar- 
est town in which there is a Jowish 
relief station, according to rellef 
workers In these stricken. lands, 
sometimes journeying five or six miles 
in ordor to get the cup of soup with 
a pleco of hardiack, or the mug of 


milk which is often their sole food 
of the day. 

Those tin-cup processions empha- 

size, as nothing else could do, the re- 
lief workers say: the terrible destitu- 
tion of the Jows in Eastern Europe 
at present. The children in them are 
barefoot, almost without exception. 
. Meports received by the Canadlan 
Jewish War Relief Committeo say 
that both boyy and girls aro wrapped 
in burlap, or dressed in clothing 
mode from the sacks tn which the 
relief supplies have come, or jn the 
rags which they have worn during 
the five years of the war, thelr gaunt 
little bodies showing through tho 
tatters. They do not walk as children 
usualiy do, without cfort or reatraint, 
but drag themselves along wearily, 
and hopelessly, Uke tired’ ltde 
ghosts condenined to move in hungry 
processions throughout eternity, 

Arrived at the relief station, the 
children are so tired and so weak 
that they sit down upon the pave- 
nents to await their turn in line, Up- 
on the faces of evory one of them 
there is an expression of unchildlike 
anxiety. It has to do with the only.

them—whether or not the soup or 
milk will hold out, until their turn 
comes, Every day some of them have 
to be turned away without food; since

At 
atime when advanced thought in 
Doth India’ and Egypt is striving to- 
jwards some form of sel{-government, 
ithe Soviet Government of Russia is, 
jthrough their propagandists, offer- 
ing theso countries a abort but ter- 
rible road to the altaimreont of this 
yobject, and the British Government ts 
{faced with another menace to its su- 
‘premacy in the East. The results of 
‘a century of gradual advancement 
‘under British rule are) threatened 
with, destruction by the inroads of 
Bolshevist troops to the north~ of 
Palestine, Persia, and Afghanistan, 
A review of the events which Jed up 
fo the occupation of Palestine throw 
an interesting light on one of the 
xeany gtaye problems which added 
to the anxieties of the Allied Com- 
mand during the early years of tho 
fwar, ~One has only to remember the 
spectacular tour of the German Em- 
peror in this country a: few years 
prior to the war, and his bold at- 
tempt to gain Mohammedan sympa- 
thics, to realise the main direction 
of German ambitions. The Berliu 
to Bagdad railway was promoted to 
create a’ striking effect on’ Eastern 
thought, and the whole policy of Ger- 
man endeavour from the commence- 
ment was to take the war into the 
East. Here, they azsumed was the 
most vulnerable point in which to 
strike at the British, and’ what was 
probably of equal importance, 10 ob- 
tain the richest’ prizes.

Lines 
communication across an overwhelm- 
ing stretch of drid desert between the 
Suez Canal and Gaza in the south of 
Palestine were re-organized. A gra- 
dually increasing collection of units 
and material suitable for warfare in 
the hilly country around Jerusalem 
Were concentrated and trained for 
the peculiar country they had to tra- 
verse, with the result that the sub- 
sequent advance was a triumph. The 
entry of General ‘Allenby dad bis 
troops into Jerusalem coming as it 
did at a time of particular anxiety 
in the main theatre. of the war, it 
would be difficult to over-estimate 
the superlative moral influence this 
achievement effected on the staying 
powers of the whole Allied’ cause. 
Jérusalem has fallen twenty-three 
times Into the hand’ of an-invading 
army, but never with less display 
of the pomp and panoply of war than 
this. Showing a fundamental appre- 
ciation of religions thought throuch- 
out the Christian and Mohammedan 
world, General Allenby entered this 
city of wacred associations with re- 
verence and on foot. If we contrast

Au important mecting of the Belleville Board of Health was held 
last evening in'the Y. M. C. A. building,-and:the local situation as re- 
gards sickness anda possible epidemic of influenza discussed and ‘a pro- 
gram of work laid out. Medical Officer of Health Yeomans and District 
Medical Officer of Health Clinton wero present, also Miss Sinclair, school 
nurse. The failure of local medical men to report cases of influenza and 
other communicable diseases ox required under the act Jeaves the Board 
of Health in a position’ Which is unsatisfactory to say the least,.as in 
order to act intelligently and efficiently they should be acquainted with 
all the conditions in regard to the health of the community, ‘ 

It was decided to reorganize the volunteer association which render- 
ed such efficient service last year during the “fu” epidemic. Head- 
quarters for the Emergency Health Organization will be in the Y. M. 
C. A. building with Mr. Brockel in charge, and everybody willing to 
help where needed should report at ouce to Mr. Brockel or phone 413. 

It is desirable that all nurses available should register at once, also 
workers of all kinds and citizens willing to loan conveyances ce! taking 
workers about ‘the city. 

Should the epidemic become severe whole families may be taken 
ill and any outside assistance, little or great will be very mach appre- 
ciated and may save lives. 

Reports phoned to 413 of any families or individuals needing assist- 
ance on account of illness will be promptly attended to as fur as the 
facilities of the organization will permit. « 

It is reported that fifty per cent. of the school children are abserit 
on account of sickness in the bomes or as a precautionary me; vasure, and 
thirty per cent. of the teachers are absent on account of illness. 

As far as known at present, while there seems to be considerable 
sickness in the city of various types, there is no general epidemic and 
preventive measures mnay strip the ‘flu’ of much of its effectiveness.

At one place a mother and her 
four children were all ill.

The house, nat- 
urally, was In a neglected condition, so 
the cadets rolled up their sleeves and 
got to work. At another house a ca- 
det discovered a wonign and her two 
children in one bed, atiother child on 
an old mattress in a corner and yet 
another. in the opposite corner. All 
were down with the “flu and had 
not had anything cat for several 
days. The husband was working 
away up north and the neighbors 
were afraid to come In and do any- 
thing for thea family. The cadet at- 
tended to the mother and children, 
made custards and lemonade and 
cleaned tho house. She then prayed 
with the woman, who burst out crry- 
ing and seemed greatly affected. 

Eleven people in bed in one house 
was what another cadet found. Thero 
was a man and wife and three chil- 
dren, a mother and three children, and 
a mother and child.

The result of 
the export decline has been a substan 
tial reduction in the wholesale price 
of meat, but this does not seem to 
have filtered down to the retailer as 
yet.

JUDGES AND M.P.'S 
MAY GET INCREASE 











Ottawa, Feb. 49—Higher ralaries 
for Judges, Cabinet Ministers and 
members of Parliament may be ant! 
clpated. At the present time the high 
est salary recelved by a judge is $7,- 
000 a year, the amount ranging down- 
ward according to rank. A Cabinet 
Minister recelves $7,000 pls his ses- 
sional indemnity of $3,500. A mem- 
ber receives only the sessional in- 
demnity, which last year was doubled 
because of the two sessions, Judges 
are precluded from making apy mon- 
ey outside their salaries. The latter 
have dwindled because of the increas- 
ing cost of living and it is claimed 
that no man can do honor to the pos!- 
tion at the existing emolument. ‘It 
would not be surprising if provision 
were made at the coming session for 
Increases. 

On the other hand, while salaries 
of Ministers and members at present 
ere considered inadequate, there is no 
likelihood of the present Parliament 
increasing them for itself. It may be, 
however, that a bill will be passed 
providing for increases to become ef- 
fective only after the next general 
Federal election.

Arsenic to United States. 


Canada retained its position in 
1919 as the most important producer 
of arsenic for the United States mar- 
ket. Lower prices retarded Amer- 
ican production during the year. 

The United States production of 
arsenic in 1919, according to esti- 
mates compiled by James M. Hill, of 
the U. S$. ugiosical Survey, Depart- 
ment ct Interior, waa 6,900 
short tons, as com with 6,400 
short tons in 1918. ‘The imports of 
reenic for the firat-niie months of 
919, aa reported by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
were 1,389 short tons. The imports 
for the year will probably amount to 
about 1,550 short tons. Most of the 
imported arsenic went from Canada 4 
and Mexico, though some came from 
Belgium and Japan. The quantity 
of arsenic available for consumption 
in 1919 was about 7,450 short tons, 
as compared with 7,170 short tons 
in 1918. There were no exports 
either, of foreign or domestic arsenic 
during the Grst nine months of 1919. 
Two American companies, who pro- 
duced’ cofisidorable arsenic in 1918, 
reported to the Geological Survey 
that they produced none in 1919 on 
account of low prices,

4. A popular plan and a good’one 
is to wrap common building paper 
around the trunk to a height of about 





twenty Inches, or it would do no} 


harm if it went to twenty-four inches 
or more, as this will also protect the 
base of the tree from rabbits and 
from sunscald. The building paper! 
should be put on while the ground is 
; still unfrozen and a_ little earth 
should be thrown up around the base 
to prevent the mice getting In be 
neath. The part above can be xspt 
in place. by fastening it with a ¢ 
mon cord. Galvanized wire netting 
with # mesh of about-a quarter of an 
inch is an excellent’ substitute for 
building paper and will last for sev- 
eral years, but the initfal cost is much 
higher than for building paper. Tar- 
paper Is often used, but is sometimes 
injurious to the trees and therefore 
cannot be recommended. 

5. Occasionally, though very rare- 
ly In this province, resort is made to 
poison to destroy mice, The Wash- 
ington Department of Agriculture 
recomuiends the following poison: 
“Mix thoroughly one ounce of pow- 
dered strychnine (alkaloid), one 
ounce powdered bicarbonate of xoda, 
and one-eighth ounce (or less) of 
saccharine, Put the mixture in a tin 
peppert box (or any perforated tin) 
and sift—it-gradually over forty 
pounds of crushed oats in a metal 
tub or vessel, mixing the grain con- 
Pah y SO that the polson will be 
a distributed." Place not more 
tha a teaspoonful of this at a place 
beside the trees, and, if possible, in 
the mouse runs. To avoid destroying 
birds the poison should always be 
covered by a small piece of board 
with a stone or chip underneath it 
to keep the board slightly raised 
from the ground; or it may be put 
into an old tin such as a towato can 
and the edges bent nearly together 
to keep out birds but to let in mice. 
A small tile or a broken tile will 
serve the same purpose, Great cau- 
tion must, of course, be taken in us- 
ing such a deadly poison*as strych- 
nine,

OR twenty-five years, from his 
forty-detond year. until. his 
-sixty-seventh, Frank Blrnett 
devoted much time to acquir- 
ing the greatest individual collection 
‘of. things from the South Sea Islands 
that were most representative of the 
Polynesian.and Papuan people that 
live on that wondrous stretch of is- 
lands scattered along 5,000 ‘mulles of 
way in the South Pacific Ocean. 
During these twenty-five years he 
roamed far in search of the treas- 
ures which made his collection per- 
haps the finest on the American con- 
tinent and the greatest ever collected | 
by one man entirely by personal en- 
deavor in the world pertaining to this 
particular subject. 

~ Though to-day 67 years of age, 
having his home in the Canadian sea- 
Port city of Vancouver, he spends 
about half of his time in the islanda,

NEW MINISTER TO PEKING. 
Has Worked Through All the Gradea 
of the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Bellby Francis Alston, tho new 
British Minister at Peking, certainly 
deserves the job. He has been in the 
running for years and is understood 
to hard wanted the post very badly. 
Criticisms hare always varied about 
him, but the middle view seems to be 
the correct one, namely, that-he will ; 
be a good, useful, diplomatic repre- 
sentative, without being in any way 
brilliant. 

His carly upbringing was all in 


I nue favor, since his father was’ Sir 


Francis Alston, one of the lights of 
the’ Victorian Foreign Ofice. His 
education was mainly abroad, where 
he was trained for the Foreign Of- 
fice in which ho has worked through 
all the grades, beginning in 1890. 
His chief posts have been at Copen- 
hagen, Buenos Ayres and Peking, of 
which tro became the councillor of 
legation In 1911-12 and charge 
d'affaires in 1913. Even in those 
days people talked about him as a 
certain minister of the future. 

Mr, Alston's utility to the Foreign 
Ofice has not lain In the perman- 
ency of his occupation of diplomatic 
posts. He is the diplomatic tourist. 
Whenever there was a mission going 
or a conferenco being held Mr. Al- 
ston was always approached. He was 

resent at a conference on copyright 

nm Paria (1896), at three sugar con- 
ferences at Brussels, and was sent 

with Princo and Princess Alexander 

of Teck to the coronation of the King 

of Slam at, Bangkok in December, 

1911. Whehover foreign diplomatic 

representatives came here it was a 

moral certainty that Mr. Alston 

wauld be attached to them. He spe- 

clalized in this sort of attachment 

to distinguished Chinese visitors to 

Great Britain who came either on a| 
mission or some royal function such} 
a8 a coronation. This explains why/ 
he holds the Grand Cross of the Dou- | 
ble Dragon of China, and why he is: 
Commander of the White Elephant | 
of Slam. 

There are those who say that Mr, 

Alston will never “set the Thames 
on fire.” Perhaps not, but he will 
make few or no mistakes. For years 
when he was at the Foreign Office 
he was at the head orene Far East- 
ern section, or to it, and 
used to receive visitors who came to 
inquire into important events of the 
a6y:affecting that part’of tho world. 
Mr. Alston used to handle them beau- 
Ufully, though perhaps they went 
away thinking they had not learned 
much. His critica might say that Mr. 
Alston had not much to tell them, 
but anyway, his visitors were pleas- 
ed, and he had no enemies. Other- 
wise he is not specially distinguish- 
ed; he Is, in fact, the businesslike 
type of diplomatist, and the Govern- 
ment at-home will be ablo to rely 
on him. He will never get the For- 
elgn Office into trouble, and it is 
something for the Foreign Office to 
be able to count so confidently on 
one of the young men whom it has 
trained. His tendencies are not par- 
Ucularly literary, but he™docs en- 
deavor to study orfenta} matters, and 
it is his knowledge of theso that has 
sent him to the Far East rather than 
his knowledge of Orientals.

™ Time was in Toronto when the 
American dollar, to-dzy worth $1.17 
ih our Canadian money, could be 
picked up for 40 cents. Those were 
the far-off days of the American Civil 
War, before most of Toronto moncy 
magnates had entered the world, and 
when Sir Edmund Walker, president 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
was a youth in his unclo's private 
banking office at Hamilton, whore to 
handle the great influx of depreciated 
American money, separate ledgers 
wero kept for it and our own Cana- 
dian currency. 

Tho financial situation of the 
Northern States at that time has no 
parallel to that of Britain and Canada 
to-day.

NEW JERSEY BEER 

Trenton, N. J. Feb, 23—Amld scenes 
of tuntult, the New Jersoy House of 
Assembly late yesterday afternoon 
passed a compromise “wet” bill, fix- 
ing three and a half per cent. alco- 
hol by volume, which Is declared to 
be slightly stronger than the 2.75 beer 
of war-time prohibition days, as the 
legal beverage in New Jersey. The 
bill-was agreed to by wet Democrats 
and wet Republicans, and had the sanc- 
tion of Governor Edwards.

About four or five inches 
in depth of elther of the fertilizers 
mentioned should now be spread 
evenly over the third layer of ‘sod. 
Another threo layers of sod should 
then be placed on top of the ferti- 
lizer as before. Then another layer 
of the fertilizer as before, and so on 
le is four or five feet tn 
two Inches in depth of 
placed on top of the 
off with. Place some 
r brushwood (not pine 
r) all over the top of the pile 
to keexj off chickens or animals. Keep 
the pile quite level while building, 
and draw it in slightly narrower to- 
ward ‘the top. It should be fiat on 
the top when finished. It may be 
necessary to give the pile one or two 
good soakings with water after it is 
finished, or during dry weather In 
summer, to hasten decomposition. in 
six to eight months it should be ready 
for use and will keep In good condi- 
tion for about two years, 

Preparing for Use.—When ready 
for use, trim or slice down, with a 
sharp‘spade, the quantity required 
from top to bottom of the pile so as 
to. secure the proper proportions of 
soil and fertilizer. For potting pur- 
poses this should be put through gs 
coarse aleve having a- %-inch mesh. 
All the decayed Sbrous part and the 
fertilizer, should be worked through 
the aleve, The partly decayed fibrous 
or organic matter that will not pasa 
through the aleve readily should be 
chopped or pulled finely to pieces and 
put into the soll, if at all decom- 


Tempering or Mixing Sojls.—lIf the

This will provide some 
ventilation in a stable not otherwise 
ventilated. 

Cow. stables need ventilation in 
winter by having the foul alr remor- 
ed and ‘fresh air introduced without 
a draft directly on the cows. A sim- 
ple way to do this is to hinge all 
windows at the bottom and allow 
them to open inward, so as to shoot 
the air toward the <elling. There 
should be a V-shaped ‘board at’ each 
side or end of the window, pre- 
vent, the side-draft. Foul air outlets 
shoifid ‘extend’ below, the celling of 
the stable, and preferably have twe 
inlets for foul alr—one near the floor 
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and one at the ceiling, as In this way 
the foul alr ia removed without cool- 
ing the stable too much, by simply 
closing the top outlet. No system of 
cheap ventilation works automatical- 
ly. They all require some attention. 
Other points in stable preparation 
are to have all ties secure so that a 
cow may not get loose; repaira to 
mangers and gutters should be made 
so that they may be kept clean and 
sanitary without too much labor. 
Litter and feed carriers are great sav- 
ers of labor in looking after a herd 
of milkers during the winter. 
‘In’ a word, make the cows com- 
fortable ‘and lessen the. labor of 
stabling cows by having them sani- 
tary and convenient, with as many 
helps as possible in the form of ma- 
chinery,—Prof, “H. H. Dean, O. A.

Still Leads 


HAT the somewhat venerable 
Province of Ontario has still 
sufficient latent energy to 
produce an increased quan- 

tity of wheat when the occasion de- 
mands it and weather conditions per- 
mit, was demonstrated by, the recent 
harvest. In fact it. was mainly 
through Ontario’s efforts: ‘that the 
Dominion this year was saved from 
the humiliation of recording even a 
smaller wheat crop than in 1918, and 
the latter was the poorest in several 
years, : 

The highest estimate the statisti 
clans at Ottawa have been able to 
give to the total crop for the. Do- 
minion is 204,749,000 bushels, or am 
increase of 15,674,000 bushels. The 
contribution of the three Western 
provinces to this total was 167,836, 
000 bushels, This was about 4,400 
000 bushels in exceas of the previous 
year. Ontario, on the other hand, 
increased her output of fall wheat 
from’ 7,054,000 bushels in 1918, to 
21,762,000 In’ 1919, while her total 
in all wheat was’27,884,000 against 
15,241,000 bushels in 1918. Obvious- 
ly, therefore, she saved the aitdation, 

Before the opening up of the Great 
Weat to settlement by the advent of 
the railways, Ontario, of) course, o¢- 
cupied the premiership as a wheat 
producer. But even’ at that it) is 
only within the life time of the octo- 
genarians of ‘to-day that she caine 
into fame In this repect. When, for 
example, Col. pert Sahl im, the 
venerable - police’ te of To. 
ronto, was a toddting youngster: of 
two years, the province, then desig- 
nated Upper Canada, gave a yield of 
but 3,221,991 bushels. But by 1851 
it had swelled to 12,692,852 bushels. 
And then people, abroad an well as 
at home, began'to sit up and’ take 
notice. 

The United Staten Consul made it 


the subject of a special report to his !+ 


Government at Washington. “There 
is probably no country,” he conclude 
ed, “where there is so much wheat 
grown in proportion to population, 
and the area under cultivation, as in 
that part of Canada west of King- 
ston." The American Statistical An- 
nual also devoted space to the sub- 
Ject, pointing out that Upper Canada 
was at that time producing 8.89 
bushels per capita more than the 
United States, his Sgures on this 
basis being 13.33 and 4.44 respec. 
tively. Even the dignified Black- 
wood's Maga¥ine condescended in 
July, 1854, to refer to the marked 
development of wheat production in 
Upper Canada. “ 

In those days what Is now the 
Province | of Ontario contributed 
about 80 per cent. of Canada’s total 
production’ of wheat. “But wheat 
growing was then her staple agricul- 
tural industry,. And although that 
function bas been delegated to the 
Weatern Provinces, Ontario ts still 
able to make & fairly substantial con- 
tribution to the country’s total, her 
Proportion this year’ spite of 
the fact that mixed farming is now 
her specialty, being nearly 14 per 
cent. 

But although in the production of 
wheat Ontario is now fourth among 
the nine provinces of the Dominion, 
taking field crops as.a whole, she is 
still the predominating partner, the 
yield in 1918 having a value of $384,- 
013,900, compared with $299,36¢ 
100 credited to’ Saskatchewa: 
nearest provincial competitor. 

In lve stock Ontario's leadership 
is even more pronounced, the esti- 
mated total value at the close of 1918 
being $369,111,000, compared with 
$257,688,000 for Saskatchewan and 
$252,445,000 for Quebec, No lens 
than 30 per cent. of the live stock 
possessed by the Dominion is to be 
found on the farms of Ontario, while 
the total) value of her fugtory out- 
put of butter and cheese, according 
to the latest atatistica, is $37,990,- 


000, compared with $27,851,000 for 


Quebec, her nearest competitor, 
According to the last census the 
farm property of Ontario has a total 
value of $1,223,701,549, or nearly 
thirty per cent. of that for the whole 
of the Dominion. Saskatchewan came 
Second with $33,812,660 and Que- 
bec third at $787,754,494. And the 
old province has still room for expan- 
sion, as about one-third of her arable 
fands is not yet under cultivation.
